Hongkong to The Army and Navy Gazette, 
jand discourses therein upon ‘things in 
genoral, and tho cost of living in particular. 
As we reproduce the letier in another 
column, it willapeak for itself, as the writer 
does not, like Major Knollys, talk nonsonsa 
about things of which he knows little. He 
speaks sound sonso as to the cost of living ; 
and although Hongkong is not the only 
place in the world where an absurdly high 
atyle of living appears to bo de rigueur, 
still the inforontisl condemnation of this 
trait in life hero is not ill-timed, It is not 
often that ono finds information filtered 
into home journals of a kind like thot 
referred to, The writer, who -zgems to be 
a naval officer, hos evidently possessed 
himaelf of facts from on shore on tho matter 
with which ho deals; and while admitting 
the expensiveness of tho Colony as a place of 


points which mako it a'placé whore chonp. 
living becomes a difficult task. Rent and 
servants aro unquestionably the two largest 
‘items of éxpenditurein Hongkong ; but itis 
seldom that the case is put so plainly as it 
is here. When, somo eight years since, o 
Militury Committee sat to consider the 
Gifference of cost in living between that 
time ond, say, fifteon years previously—with 
its bearings upon tho value of the dollar at 
both periods—the increased cost of house- 
rent and servants waa the principal item in 
the balance cheetof pros. and cons, then 
mado ap. Food and clothing moy be 
cheaper than they were twenty years ago : 
they ore’ certainly far euperior in.quality 
and in range of selection now to what ‘they, 
werethep, But house-rents have risen to 
a truly exorbitant figure, and indeed Hong. 
kong hngapparently reached something very 
like acrisisin thisrespect. It is not so very 
many years ago that the rental of a houso 
was caloulated at about $10 a-room: now 
it is moro often nearly double than not, For 
thesum named bythe correspondent (£120 
a-year, orsay $800), it. would be difficult to 
obtein o house in theso days; and it must 
be borne in mind that, if such a 
house were obtained, the item of furniture 
imust bo taken into dccount. If» furnished 
house like that referred to, suitable foro 
married couple with say. two children, had 
to be secured, thon the sum stated would 
be considerably short of the mark. Again, 
living ‘ comfortably’ is manifestly a relative 
term, nnd in the Tast the oxtravagant living 
may bo oxcused in a groit measure in 
nearly ovorything except a lavish tablo and 
expensive apparcl, Locking at the subject

Thisiaa claim for house-rent, the amount 
suiod for being $160. Dr Ho Kai, inatruct- 
ed by Mr Ho Wysun, appeared for the plain- 
tiffs and Mr Wilkinson for the defendants. 

Dr Ho Kai said the claim was for two 
months’ rent in respect of the house No. 
36 Bonhaw Strand, which was occupied by 
the defendauta. | On L1th May last, certain 
properly situated in Bonham Strand and 
consisting of tan houses waa sold by tho 
Registrar under an order of tho Court and 
the plaintifis beeame the purchasers. ‘The 
tranafer of tho property was offected on 13th 
June last. Before that time the Rogistrar 
had sent ¢ notice to the tenants to pay rent to 
tho new owners, and on the same doy the 
plaintiffs who were then absolute ownera of 
the property also sent round a notice te tho 
defendants who wero living in No. 35, one 
of tho houses in queation, to the effect that 
880 per month would bo the ront for that 
house. The dofendants had then possession 
of the house a8 their family house. The 
ront charged waa the same as was paid for 
most of the other houses, some of them 
paying whighor ront, After receiving the 
notice referred to, tho defendants continued 
to oceupy the house but had not paid any 
vont. 

Mr Wilkinson said the defence was that 
the dofendants wero. not in uccupation of 
the house after 13th June. 

Fung Wa Chun, ona of the plaintiffs, 
said—On 13th June I completed the pur- 
chase of certain property in Bonham Sirand 

_ consisting of ton houses, of which No. 36 
is ons, The house was vccupied by the 
fomily. of Tam Kwong Yan, That is the 
family name of the late Tam Choi, I knew 
who were living there then. Tam Lin 
Tai and. Tam: Chun, the two defendants 
ond others were there. I want to the place 
at the time of the auction, on the ILth 
May. Tsaw Tam Chun and Tam Lin Tai 
personally then in No. 35, J visited the 
property again four or five days after the 
couplotion of the. purchuse. I saw Tam 
Chun in the house then. I spuke to him 
about the rent and he said he did not want 
to pay it, T said he could -do as he liked, 
but if he left the house ho must let me 
know. I had sent a notice to the dofond- 
ants about the rent on the 13th June. The 
notice stated that Thad that day completed 
the purchase of the property ond that L 
would charge rent at the rate of $80 per 
mouth, ‘The whole house wes occupied.

»- RIOTING AT CHUNGKING, 

Time was when Szechuep bad a reputa- 
tion for qaiet and’ peacenble paople well- 
governed by ablo and energetic officials. 
‘Phe riots of two yeara ago scemed to dis- 
prove this, and I am sorry to’ be culled on 
to relate more in the sume linc, A short 
time ago word came down from Ta-tau 
Baion, nbout 160 miles north-west uf hero, 
that'w Catholic place of. worship bad bean 
destroyed, What. seem .to be roliablu ac- 
counta of the affair have just come to hand, 
and T iueten’ to luy them before your 
readers. . i 

Within tho borders of the district of Tu- 
teu is the large village of Sung Shui Chen. 
During tho riot two yeara ago the Untholic 
buildings wera destroyed: This year thoir 
place of worship was being robuilt und was 
almost under cover when an unfortanato ac- 
c.dent ocourred. A workman oither fell 
from the building, or was injured by scme- 
thingfalling on him, The accounts do nut 
agres, He was kepton the placo.and given 
medical attendance, bat, in apito of all that 
could be dono, died after a fuw daya. 
20,050 cash were givon his fansily to pay the 
exponao of the funoral, but a younger 
brother spent the muney and bought uo 
coftin. [t happened about that time that 
tau guilds held their meetings there on the 
samo day. and this younger brother cir- 
culated rumours aniong the crowd to the 
effect that.tho dead man bud beon killod 
and his eyes tnken ont. Thereupon the 
crowd burst into tho place, and thero Jay 
the corpse ns evidence of the truth of the 
story. . 

Tho buiding in process of erestion, and 
over twonty others belonging to private 
Catholics were destroyed—some say burned. 


The above is the story which comes through ! 


the Catholics hure. ‘The affair occurred on 
July 27th. No foreigners lived there, it is 
said, As soon a8 the news came a Weiyuan 
was sont to inquire into the matter, and 
the Chungking Tsotai is having proclama- 
tions printed for wido distribution, calling 
attention te tho privilege to build given the 
foreigners’ by trealy, and warning people 
against the repetition of like attempts, The 
To-teu Magistrate desires that the matter 
shall’ not go before the Emperor, and 
promises componsation for Tosses. Aa the 
riot occurred in the country it is not likely 
he conld have prevented it. 

Atmissionary of the China Inland Mission 
has recently been the victim of a novel 
persecution at Wan-heien, « city on the 
Yangtee abont midway between chang and 
Chung-kisng. The Inland Mision at. 
tempted to open thy place as a station near- 
ly three years ago, but owing to threats 
against their landlord, it was temporarily 
abandoned. Recently. a missionary of the 
Shurch of Enzland branch of their mission 
in this province succooded in renting a 
dwolling and soon after a preaching ' shop.’ 
For a fortnight all wre quiet, when sudden- 
ly nearly a rcore of begears.came in a body 
and took op their quarters in the ‘shop.’ 
The next day as many mote came. 
An appeal was minde to the magistrate 
who sent runners to ‘clear the place 
but no sooner were the = run. 
ners gone than the beggars returned 
to their former quarters. Evidently the 
“beyyare had cume te town,’ and seme to 
stay. Lt avema tho literati had hired them 
at 30 caeh each por duy. They mid ‘You 
have come here to du good deeds, now hero 
is your opportunity.” The silicted mis- 
sivnary was having a very striking illustra- 
tion of the text, ‘The poor ye have always 
with you.’ He has recently cone up to 
Chungking and reported the matier_to tho 
Consniar Resident, who laid it before the 
Taotai, who promiscs that the matter shall 
be attended te. Tha newly appointed Ma- 
gistrate fur Wan-hsion happens te he stop- 
ping here on his way down from Chenta, 
and willdoubtiess leave with dw instruc- 
tions. . 

Proclamations for higher and lower offi- 
cials have bven frequent here during the 
last fortnight, threatening dire vengeance 
on the suooymous posters of placards. A 
reward of twanty tacks has been offered for 
the detection of an offender, but none has 
yet been srtested, The conduct of the 
officials is in marked contrast to that of two 
years ogo, when the most incendiary 
placards received little or no attention. 

The Yangtze was stid to be higher about 
the close of July than it has boon before 
for 18 years, Considerable property was" 
destroyed here and at points up the river, 
and some lives lost. Wo are now in the 
midat of the rico harvest, which is con- 
sidored an exceptionally good one. This 
makes three good srasons in succession and 
the people are proparing for the thanke- 
giving offerings to the Pearly Emperor for 
his favours.—N. €. Daily Neres 
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THE ATTACK ON TRE OFKICERS 
OF THE PEKING, 
Wahu 23rd Aug. 

The following account of the attack on 
the officers of the Peking gives some parti 
culars additional to those already published. 

A thief was caught on the ss, Peking yes- 
terday morning, ord ns this was only one 
of many cages of a similar nature, the Cap- 
tain of the steamor decided to take the 
man to Shanghai,and lave him tried at 
the Mixed. Court and accordingly locked 
the man upon board. The e-nfederates of 
the thief, forming s vory powerful body, 
become so incensed at thie that, when the 
quartermaster of the Peking wes sent on 
shore to clear the vessel, he wag attacked by 
some of the band and had to beat a retreat 
to his vessel, The second oflicer was then 
sent in a ship's boat and to avojd the 
strong current, hehugged the shore when 


the gig was suddenly drawa in by long 
boatehooks and the offiger attacked with 
swords and daggers by a Iatge crowd. 
This oscurred about 8.30 am. at a spot 
just below the naw Custom House,’ ‘fhe 
offieer fought mest pinekily and aveceeded 
in wrenching o cutlass away from one of 
his’ opponents and with it keeping: the 
eruwd back, but not before be had received 
two deep cuts across the forehead. For- 
tpnately the fight woe witnessed by - Mr 
Gregson from’ Messrs Jardine, Mathe- 
gon & (Co.'s bylk, and he and the 
Customa offjcey-.on duty on  bnard 
the bulk put. off ip a pampan ty 
the officer's assistance and it was, no 
idoubt, greatly owing to their arrival that 
the crowd gave way.

THE NAVAL MANG@UVRES. 
ESCAPE OF BLOOKADED VESSELS. 

On board H.M.S, Hercules: Bantry Bay, 
4th Sept.—The Battle «f Buntry Bays wus 
fought last night, with tho reault, oo faras 
wo can judge, uf: breaking the blockade, 
freeing ‘tho Iris, Severn, ‘and Warspite to 
prey upon English cofimerce, and sending 
our whilom blockadors scouring enstward in 
search of them. The fleot had Gnisbed 
conling, xnd our beats had all been hoisted 
on board before suneet, the huge wire net- 
ting that aurrounds the hull of each iron-. 
clad to protect it from torpedaes wan drawn 
up, and the booms were securely, lashed. 
All the vessels: woro disguised by boing 
painted biack from’ funnel to below the 
waior-line, Dinner passed as usual, but 
afterwards, instead of repniting to the 
smoking-room, the officers lurricd to their 
cabins, and dressed fur night work. «.’Tho 
nine o'dlack nun wake the echoes af tho de- 
alate hills surronnding thia haven, ond the 
bngles that followed seemed like the fere- 
wells from ship to ship as they nade ready 
to steam into the dark, -We wera an hour 
gotting oar head about, and it was 10 o'clock 
before we were off in the direction of the 
eastern cntrauce, Tho Iris, Severn, and War- 
gpite were meanwhilo steaming out at the 
weatorn oxit with{n sevuting party of tor- 
pedo boats to clear the way for them. 
‘These J cannot follow, for 1 must remain 
with the flagship, which, at twenty minutes 
pust ten, had a narrow escape from colli- 
sion with the Ajax, Right bebind us, mov- 
ing with us out towards tho bay, the great 
hulk eame slowly into blacker relief, far we 
had ordered our engines hard astern, and 
tha movement had evidently not been 
follewed by our congort. Noarer and 
nearer came these two great ships, until, 
with a fooling of intense relief, wo noted 
that the approach grew slower and slower, 
and finally, when [could hava thrown my 
cap upon her deck, the Ajaz fell back and 
we moved on our way. The Hupert was 
goon under our port bow; we passed close 
to her, for she was the anchored guardian 
of our Eastern entrance. All lights on 
board were jealously concealed ; the signal 
house waa draped in sombre bunting to 
prevent a ray escaping; the binnacle was 
accessible only by raising its canvas cover 


’ these waters, 


carefully and taking a furtive peop. Tho 
guns were ready for action; every fighting 
man waa at his station, Dark groups 
lurked behind coils of rope, and in all the 
corners of ‘vantage. The bridge was 
crowded with officers, all with their share 
of responsibility heavy upon them, for we 
wore steering into the midst of the enemy 
without a light to guide us, with nothing 
to warn us of dangor, and with the riska 
that naturally attend manourring a fleet of 
ironclads in uarrow watera, and auch 
darkness that one- ship could scarcely 
seo another. Suddenly our great guna 
on the port side were fired of sume- 
thing which no one could see ; but in five 
minutes we had a definite targot, for a little 
silver streak on the blackness .f the water 
teld ug that a torpedo boat was after us, 
‘Fira into torpedo boat’ was the sharp, 
quick order from the the Admiral, and the 
answer camo ina blazo of small arms and 
machine and Hotchkiss rapid-firing guna, 
until we heard the whistle of tho anemy as 
the sigual that shehad fired, und immed- 
iately afterwards.a Holmes light told, us 
from which point she had fired, and another 
at the head of the torpedo indicated where 
the missile went—namely, a few yards 
aatern of us, The aim was very creditable, 
but our apeed was miscalculated ; we wore 
steaming twelve knots, and the enemy 
evidently thonght we wera only going six. 
Tho black little craft was evidently satistied 
that her errand had failed, for she steamed 
up on our port eide, shouted to us esonie- 
thing that was unintelligiblo, and rapidly 
sheered off towards Sheops Head. « 
Meanwhile heavy firing was going on, 
each yun shaking tho old Hereules from 
stem to stern and covering us with smoka 
and powder until the poop could not be 
seen from the bridge. Wo were near 
Sheeps Head, close to the south shore, and 
could note the line of the enomy from the 
signals they were constantly making ono to 
the other by rockets and ship's lights, no 
ships, of course, being visible, except when 
agreat gun flashed for aninstant. Ina 
long line the enemy stretched frow one end 
of the bay to the other, and it was with 
pleasure we noted that their force and fire 
were converging towarda us at the suuthern 
end of Bantry Bay, whilst wo hoped that 
our cruisers were making oor their escape 
at the northern entrance. The. enemy’s 
electric agarch-lights awept the Jong low 
swell of the Atlantic vuneeasingly, and 
brought within ile glaring focus every 
object for miles around. When our 
ship felt its blinding light the great 
guns roared their loudest, for we had made 
the enemy believe that we'were sceking to 
escape, and in their eagerness to head us off 
they neglected the real culprits, It was 
now & quarter-past eleven o'clock, and we 
put about once more for home, kee; ing our 
gteat guns booming from the Here and 
Ajac as well, snd drawing all the enemy’s 
firo that we could before we parted with 
them. At 11.35 we had a few rounda at 


the sapposed torpedo boat, which, however, 
suemed to bo more intesested in tho Ajax, 
and got jt hot from thot ship. The result 
we do not yet know, but the battle waa 
over go far. a3. our share.was concerned. 
We had drawn the enemy's fire toonr end, 
while allowiug uur fastest abips to escapa 
at the other, and when we came to our 
anchorage at midnight, and found that 


neither Warsgpite, Sererp, nor Tyig had re- 
turned, we hoped they had made a success- 
tan el the 

ain foll the greater part of yesterda: 
and to-day opsned with rain. The ‘Aiea 
aad Hero went out to reconnoitre, return- 
ing with the report that only the Arcthusa 
and Ratilesnuke werd to be seen. Our 
Volage was next deapatehed to keep an eye 
outside, The Calyguo, which successfull 
ran the Lough Swilly blockade, is Feperied 
to be playing hayoo with’ British commerce, 
and we look’ for gimilar Teports: from the 
Tris, Sereyn, and Warspite.. Captain Mog- 
pridge feels cunfidént that the dagh af our 
escaping shipg -hag sneceeded, and we are 
equally confident that bis own boldness ond 
skill have not.been thrown-awey, Admiral 
Tryon has prosented him with a allver eup 
fo. commemorate the event; Lieutenant 
Campbell, of torpedo boat No. 78, having 
received the first token of this kind for hay- 
ing destrayed. the Acticp in a pipiiler 
manner. The Hercules'has boon éoaling

At all events, take it this way,—houec-rent, 
servants (who feed themselves), chair-hire, 
coolies, anurag for both children, and liv- 
ing generally, should and can bo done for

$8 or $8) amonth. I presume, of course, 
that a naval man woald bring 2 fairly good 
stock of clothes with lin ; but clothes aro 
very cheap -here, White things should 
never be brought out. Another matter,— 
clothes that would be considered shabby at 
home, somehow don’t fook amiss out here.

Only 
suflicient warm clothing aud white flannel 
gear should be brought for voyage out and 
home, but bring spring and summer avits 
with alight and a medium overcoat, thin 
dross suit, ro tall hat, Ladies, tho same 
things relatively, Touching naval watters, I 
ehould like to mention the excellent ' Royal 
Naval Seamen’s Club’ here, which contains 
100 beds, billiard-room, reading-room, bath- 
ruins, &o. It isa great boon tu tho nea- 
men, and should be well supported and 
encouraged in every way, as it keeps the 
men from the vile liquur-shops and worse 
evils, Owing tothe heavy rent of the new 
building aud other expenses, it at one time 
threatened to collapse; but 1 understand 
its prospects aro now much brighter, owing 
to better mannpoment, As JTegards the 
Hong Kong climate, it certainly ia pot of 
the best ; but there are far worae that naval 
men hayo to exporionce. The sunimer has 
now well commenced, and for the last two 
months we have been havinga very disagree- 
able damp heat, All -gaicties.in the’ way.

ADD ITALY, 

Faris, Auguat #.—Tho Uavas Avency 
publishes an outling of M. Goblet's Note in 
reply te dhut of Signer Crispi respiveting, 
Massowah, In thia M. Cioblot seems to 
take his stand on the fact, whieh he wasumes 
to be beyond dispate, that for ten months 


Exy ptinn Say continued to be heis:ed there 
alongside of the Ftaliau colonrs; that when 
Ftnly bluckaded Massowah ‘n 1887 the Ca- 
binet of the Quirinal declared that this 
meusare did not prejudice the question of 
natiouality, which remained in suspense ; 
and that from that circumstance thers could 
be ne doubt that the Capitulutions were in 
force thera xs in‘ all other parts of Egyptian 
territory. Thos far tho Havas summary. 
From anothér suurco I learn that the French 
Noto points ont that until the recent impo- 
sition of a tax on forcigners Italy exercised 
no cifective sovereign righta over Mussowah, 
and further contends that Italy had no 
right lawfully to euforce such a tax without 
having previously entered into special ne- 
gotiations with foreign. Powers, as wag 
the casa when Austrin occupied Bosnia and 
Herzegovina. Tho Note lays great etrees 
on the non-performance of this formality, 
and maintains that the claims of France are 
duc to no foeling of jealousy or manvaise 
volonté, but solely arise out of hor regard 
for International Conventions and her 
desire to secure their effectual execution. 
The Note, however, disclaims, on the part 
of France, any intention of contesting the 
rights of Italy to the possession of Masso- 
wnh, bat emphatically remarks that the 
omission by the Italian Government of tho 
requisite notificatiun is not in accordance 
with the provisions of International law on 
which the French Government takes ite 
stand, This exchange of Notea shows the 
unsatisfactory character of the relations bo- 
tween France and Italy existing at present, 
As there is, if I am correctly informed, not 
aasingle French subject at Massowah, it is 
obvious that if the relations between the 
two countries had been of that’ cordial 
ehnracter which once existed s platonic 
regard for International Conventions would 
hardly have induced the French Govern: 
ment to make so much of a very emall 
ineident. To compare the occupation of 
Massowah to that of Bosnia and Herzego- 
vina would not have entered the head of 
the French Foreign Office but for the sense 
of irritation cauacd in Franco by the per- 
haps unnecessarily demonstrative display 
by Signor Crispi of what ia regarded hero 
as his anti-French bias. I have some rea- 
son. to believe that in this happily very 
small quarrel France expats t0 be support- 
ed by Russia, Tarkey, and Greece. 

Haris, August 5.—The irritation of the 
French against Italy is not decreasing, 
though in’ Government circles the situation 
is revarded cilndy. The Preclamation of 
the Italian. Protectorate over Zula may, 
however complicate the Massowah ditio- 
renees, and render their final suttlemont 
moro difficult. Several of the Buulangist 
journals are yory violent on the subject.

It will suffice to remind 
him thet our artillery is perhaps atthe 
present time the wivat powerful in the 
world, and that we can in a very 
short time place one tillion five “hun- 
dred thousand men on a war foating, He 
will then see that the Mnssuwah incident
